The words of the speaker did much to restore party harmony, which had 
been ruffled to a certain extent by the dissension of the two leaders in the 
House. As he closed his speech the speaker was cheered.

Nor is it unusual for the advertising agency to see a 
need on the part of the public and present same to a 
manufacturer to fill, together with complete manufactur- 
ing as well as selling, distributing, and advertising plans 
in connection therewith. 

In spite of this fact, the advertiser pays the advertising 
agency nothing for all this service. The publisher pavs 
him in a percentage on all the business placed. 

The publisher began to do this years ago because it was 
cheaper for him to deal with one hundred agents at 
central points than thousands of advertisers everywhere. 


So the publisher gave these “agencies’’ a 10 to 15 
per cent “commission” for handling these details and 
guaranteeing credit—the agency paid in one big check 
and rebilled to the advertisers. 

The agencies soon found that giving the advertiser 
protessional aid. as well as clerical, increased the agency's 
volume of business and hence its profit. 

The publisher found that the advertisers, when ther 
received this professional aid, got better returns, used 
more space and more of them remained constant 
advertisers. 

So the system evolved itself into much more of a 
professional matter than a clerical or commercial one and 
all parties—publisher, advertiser and agencv—were bene-

Fads Said to Help 


Fads are an effective agent in ‘the 
growth of a civic league, said Mr. Bailey. 
A league should have a fad at least once 
in two years. Among the fads mentioned | 
were the clean-up movement, the placing | 
of fountains in squares and the making 
beautiful of all available spots in the 
center of the city with convenient seats 
for resting. 

A campaign against inartistic adver- 
tising, on the shops and in the open coun- 
try was advised and an avenue of rev- 
enue to the city indicated in the estab- 
lishment of a public bulletin board owned 
by the city. Architects of the city were 
urged to give their services in the mak- 
ing of plans for a future city beautiful. 
Mr. Bailey pronounced civic beauty an 
asset to the city Which meant an income 
and he said “there is no city in the coun- 
try with a _ greater opportunity for 
beauty than Lynn with its splendid water 
front, and surrounding country.” 


Women Told of Their Power 


Women were urged to consider them- 
selves as a factor in the whole scheme 
of civic beauty, and dress in good taste 
for the street in spite of the fashions. 
Two elements were cited by Mr. Bailey 
as being important for consideration in 
dress, color and unity in costume. There 
should always be a dominant color 
which is becoming to the individual, he | 
said. The same principle applies’ in 
painting the exterior or arranging the 
interior of the homes.

Bill Is Introduced 


The repeal bill was introduced by 
Chairman Adamson on interstate and 
‘foreign commerce, follo@ing the Presi- 
dent’s address. In the summer of 1912, 


when his committee was considering the 


canal bill, it inserted the tolls exemption 
provision, but against his protest. 
‘A special rule, limiting debate on the 


amendment of it, was brought into the 
House on Thursday of last week <o 
expedite passage: This rule precipitated 
‘a clash between those favoring repeal 
and those opposing it, and the debate 
was one of the most exciting the House 
has witnessed for a long time. The 
special rule was adopted by the House 


‘on Friday of last week by a majority | 


of 31. 

Debate under the newly-adopted rule 
| then began, and the 20 hours were ended 
‘on Tuesday when, on a roll-call, the re- 
peal bill was passed, the administration 
majority being 86. 

So much for the bistorvy of the free 
tolls legislation, of the British protests 
which followed it, and of the efforts of 
the Wilson administration, now partially 
completed, to secure its repeal. 


History Is Pointed Out 
Before the attitude of President Wil- 
son can be understood, it will be neces- 
‘sary to look briefly at the history of 
American and British relations to Central 
America for the past 60 vears, covering 
the time of both the Clayton-Bulwer and 
the Hay-Pauncefote treaties. 

For the 60 years referred to the United 
States has been entirely consistent in a 


neefote treaty of 1901. well-understood policy regarding a canal | 


across the isthmus. The first break in 
that policy came with the tolls legisla- 
‘tion in 1912. 


We began our Central American policy 


between 1845 and 1850, shortly after we 
had come into possession of our territory 
on the Pacific coast, and when England 
really ‘held the advantage in Central 
America. In this beginning we asserted 
that we were unwilling to secure any 
| special advaritagé in regard to transit 
across the isthmus. Our treaty with

This neutralization provision, it 
is said by the historians, was made upon 
our request and upon our representation 
that we did not seek any special advan- 


tage. 


Mr. Blaine Takes Hand 


| A good while ago it became evident 
ithat the Clayton-Bulwer treaty would 
not build a canal, and meanwhile the 
‘French had begun their work at Pan- 
‘ama, which also had a retarding in- 
fluence. About 1881 Secretary James 
iG. Blaine of the state department began 
/moving in the direction of inducing Eng- 
land to give up her rights under the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty in order that the 
‘United States might take up the matter 
\of construction. 
_ The Clayton-Bulwer treaty, it should 
be known, made construction of the 
canal by either the United States or Eng- 
Jand quite out of the question. When it 
was negotiated England desired an 
_isthmian canal as much as we did, on 
‘account of her local possessions. But 
the United States did not want at that 
‘time to begin the construction of a canal, 
and was unwilling that England should 
do so. In short, neither government was 
‘willing that the other should acquire a 
foothold or extend its influence in Cén- 
tral America through construction of a 
canal, 
| Mr. Blaine, through our minister to 
‘Great Britain, said the United States 
_ would like to take entire charge of the 
'cenal matter, and then repeated the 
statements of disinterest, ete... which had 
‘been made as a preliminary to the mak- 
ing of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty.

England held the territory which was 
then called Belize, now known as Brit- 
ish“Honduras. She was a Central Amer- 
ican power, and with this protectorate 
over the Nicaraguan coast, she was in 
control of Greytown, the chief port there.

It scems clear, from a reading of the re- 
port and of the Senate proceedings, that 
the general opinion of public men at the 
time the Hay-Pauncefote treaty was 
adopted corresponded precisely with the 
opinion now entertained by President 
Wilson and those who stand with him in 
favoring the repeal of the tolls exemption 
provision of the canal act of 1912. 


The President's Position 
With this much of history as a guide, 


it is not difficult to understand the posi- 


tion taken by President Wilson. He 
holds that all the rest of the world be- 
| lieves the United States to be deliberate- 
ly violating a treaty provision in the law 
exempting coastwise shipping from the 
payment of tolls. Our refusal to let the 
dispute go to The Hague encourages the

Why Repeal Is Sought 

The President holds that, this being | 
the feeling abroad, we should repeal the} 
provision, regardless of whether it is 
right or wrong, from the domestic view- 
point, or of whether we had the clear 
right to enact it in the first place.

RATES IN EFFECT 


Additional Revenue of $500,000 
a Year Is Expected to Result— 
Changes on Other Roads 


New freight tariffs covering all of the 


ton & Maine railroad today are reported 
as being handled smoothly.

Estimation of Worth of Land and 
Buildings of Boston Presents 
Problem 


One hundred and fifty first and second 
assistant assessors and clerks, forming 
90 crews, are on the streets this morning 


starting a new year’s work. All changes 


in the department are settled and the 
work begun without a drawback. The 


second assistants and clerks are paid for 
40 days, and it is expected they will finish 
by May 15. 

The assessment of downtown properties 
is presenting as serious problems to the 
assessors as it is to the taxpayer. 


Mayor Curley, in a conference with the 
members of the. hoard, instructed them 
to tax equitably and justly to the city, 
also to the property owners. The mayor 
said that valuations properly estimated 
would rid the downtown wards of many 
of the old and objectionable buildings. 

It is said the assessors are practically 
helpless as the law prescribes that they 
shall fix valuations according to a ecer- 
tain method, making it a matter of of- 
ficial integrity to value land regardless 
of its: desirability and does not leave 
any loop through which they can use 
their assessing powers to regulate build- 
ing construction.

DUBLIN, Ireland—Jack B. Yeats’ oil 
studies of Irish life are very well known 
in Ireland, and at the exhibition in Mer- 
rion row, Dublin, many good examples 
of his work were to be seen.

NOW EXPECTED 


Ad)jutant-General Measure

CUTS TIME TO A YEAR 


An early report from the military 
affairs committee of the Legislature on 
the bill to reduce the term of the adju- 
tant-general from five years to one is 
expected, the supreme court having ruled, 
in an opinion sent to Governor Walsh 
‘late vesterday, that the Legislature has 
| authority to fix the term of office of the 
adjutant-general. 
 Henee, the act of 1912 increasing the 
'term from one year to five and the bill 
“now before the military affairs commit- 
tee are considered constitutional. 

Governor Walsh and some of the 
militia officers thought that there was a 
‘reasonable doubt as to the constitution- 
‘ality of the 1912 act and so the Governor 
'asked the court to rule on the point. 

The committee has been awaiting this 
opinion before making its report as a 
‘matter of courtesy to Governor Walsh 
and Adjutant-Genera!l Pearson.

That there is no such thing in modern 
civilization as an independent man was 
the contention of Judge Sheldon of the 


supreme court in a decision handed down 
yesterday regarding a question of labor. 
This statement was made in the con- 


sideration of the case of Fred G. and 
Cyrus G. Burnham, who for more than 
four years have been doing business as 
copartners in Holvoke, against the of- 
ficers and members of the Bricklayers’ 
and Plasterers’ Union No. 2. 

The Burnhams were blacklisted and 
placed on the unfair list by the union, 
which published the list. The court, by 
its decision, grants them an injunction 


against the union and damages of $500. 


Judge Sheldon said that the union 
organization is not only lawful, but 
also that many of its subjects are both 
legal and of high utility, but that as 
laid down by the United States supreme 
court, such lawful bodies acquire a 
power in the presence of which the 
is helpless and might be 
forced to sacrifice rights protected by the 
constitution.

INDIAN LADDER REGION OF NEW YORK 


HAT will be known as the John 

Bovd Thacher park, given to the 
people of New York state by Mra. 
Thacher, wife of a former mayor of 
Albany. includes 350 acres in the Indian 
ladder region of the [Helderberg moun- 
tains, about 10 miles southwest of the 
city. The Indian ladder was part of the 
trail up a steep cliff about 20 feet high 
‘which Indians made in this historic 
region and which was known and used, 


indeed as late as 1820. The ladder was 


a pind tree cut so as to fall against the 
sheer face of the cliff. Then the branches 
were lopped off and the stumps of them 
made the rungs of the ladder. Albany 
was of old a frontier town and the In- 
dians gathered there for trading. The 
sand plains to the west, the Schen-ec- 
‘ta-da or pine barrens of the Indians, gave 
their name to the city of Schenectady. 
The trail from Albany to the Schoharie 
valley lay over these mountains.

Wilton Diptych To Be Sold 


Two hundred years ago a now famous 
diptych passed into the possession of 
the eighth Lord Pembroke, and has 
never been since seen outside the walls 
of Wilton. This work of art, one of the 
most celebrated in England, is now in 
the market. It belongs to the period 
of Richard I1., and is accordingly be- 
tween 500 and 600 years old. The 
painter of it, and even his nationality, 
is unknown, and it is probable will 
never be known. The first authentic 
mention of the diptych was made in the 
reign of Charles I., when it was at the 
palace in Whitehall. A good authority 
has described it lately as one of the 
most interesting and rarest things in 
England. Since Lord Pembroke an- 
nounced his intention of selling the cov- 
eted diptych, enormous offers have 
poured in from conndisseurs and others,

It has 
been a part of the Boston & Maine system 
and the New Haven super-system through 
the ownership by the former of 65 per cent 
of its stock and the ownership of the Boston & Maine by the Mas- 
sachusetts Holding Company, which in turn has been owned by the 
New Haven. If that statement seems a bit involved it is no more 
so than the condition it undertakes to describe. The net fact is that 
the Maine Central is set out of the combination. It does not come 
directly to own itself, a new holding company being set up in the 
state of Maine to acquire the stock; but it is directly concerned to 
the extent that the consent of its stockholders had-to be gained and 
the holding company 1s practically the Maine Central in another form. 

Incidental to the transaction there is a reminder of the power 
of the New Haven. The action in the stockholders’ meeting was 
entirely controlled by the man who sat on the left of the Boston & 
Maine's president and voted the shares held by the Massachusetts 
holding company, Howard Elliott. But there was reminder also 
of the twilight of the New Haven day, for it is the stock he was 
voting that is presently to be disposed of by the board of trustees 
created for this task by the agreement with the federal attorney- 
general. Who will eventually be voting that stock, with its mastery 
of the Boston & Maine, is a matter of Some concern to New England 
and the trustees have a great responsibility in its disposal. 

A small but vigorous group of stockholders at the Boston & 
Maine meeting made lively protest and insisted that the company 
was parting with its most valuable asset. They could not expect 
to check the movement of the process which has been agreed upon 
between the New Haven road and the government and it is not 
apparent that they would be doing the public a service if they could. 


The Boston & Maine will get money for its stock, and money was ~ 


never more sorely needed. Moreover, it will retain its traffic agree- 
ment or will preserve all its present advantages as to the Maine rail- 
roads in a newly written form. The holding by one railroad of 
stock in another is not apparently advantageous beyond the control 
it gives of a customer and the accommodation it secures on the con- 
trolled lines; and the traffic agreement accomplishes all that. 

The public’s interest in the proceedings now well begun may 
be said to be twofold. It is concerned to have the Boston & Maine 
set on its feet and with all possible speed. Even though the sale 
of the Maine Central stock involves a loss from the amount paid 
for it, the shrinkage is a necessary part of a process to which all 
concerned, railroads, states and nation, are entirely committed. Its 
other concern is that every step in the dissolution process shall be 
taken with certainty that the terms and conditions are right. The 


task of the federal government and that of the state boards is not , 


done until every transaction is supervised with care. ‘These matters 
duly guarded, the swifter the machinery moves the better; and in 
the end New England has every reason to count upon a condi- 
tion of soundness and readiness to give good service in her railroads.

ity that accompanies the privilege. Those who would introduce par- 
tizan politics into the general conventions of the clubs have, at 
most, met with meager success. Although the suffrage question is 
continually becoming rather national than local or sectional in the 
United States, the probabilities are that the biennial convention of 
the general federation of women’s clubs which opens in Chicago on 
June 9 will continue the established policy of non-participation in 
current political discussion. 

This does not mean. that political problems in their larger 
aspects will be ignored. On the contrary, the subject of preparation 
for citizenship 1s to be very thoroughly discussed and this will not 
be possible without giving serious consideration to political condi- 
tions, municipal, state and national. It will be possible, however, 
to avoid public questions upon which there 1s widespread and pro- 
nounced difference of opinion. There 1s always ‘the likelihood that 
the equal suffrage question may be brought up unexpectedly and 
that debate on the subject may be unexpectedly precipitated, but this 
could only occur in the event that the usual watchfulness of those 
in the leadership should be greatly relaxed. 

From what is already known of the program, it would seem 
that the time of the Chicago convention will be fully taken up with 
matters recognized as properly coming within thé province of this 
great organization. I[¢ducation in all of its bearings will, as usual, 
be given first prominence. This topic cannot be treated wholly 
apart from politics any more than it can be treated apart from civics 
and ethics—there must be wide latitude even in discussions of inter- 
national peace—but there is no reason why these and all other sub- 
jects cannot be handled with the tact that has served in the past to 
keep the women’s clubs off the rocks of partizanship and faction- 
alism.

It contains the names of 
three celebrated modern soldiers, Lord Roberts, Lord Methuen 
and Lord Grenville. It contains in the Duke of Wellington, the 
Duke of Marlborotigh and Winston Churchill three descendants of 
the two greatést of English generals. In the person of Lord 
Anglesey it has secured a descendant of the famous officer who com- 
manded the Household brigade in the battle itself, and in the Duke 
of Richmond a descendant of the man in whose house, in Brussels, 
the famous Waterloo ball took place. The present committee will 
work in concert with the Belgian committee which has already been 
tormed, and it is hoped that something will be done to rescue at 
least portions of the field from encroachment before the celebration 
of the centenary on the 18th of June next. 


' As a matter of fact, the original and some of the worst icono- 
clasts were the people who set out to place memorials upon the field 
by way of preserving its association. The erection of the famous 
Lion mound was, perhaps, the worst of these offenses. The way to 
see the field was from the ridge from which Napoleon watched his 
troops descend again and again into the valley in the attempt to 
drive back Wellington’s troops who crowned the opposite ridge; 
or from that opposite ridge along which Wellington rode all through 
the hours of the fateful June day, and from which he gave finally 
the triumphant order for the advance of the whole line. The erec- 
tion of the Lion mound not only destroyed the original contour of 
the field, but provided a viewpoint from which the valley assumed 
more the appearance of a plain. Then came the widening of the 
Charleroi road. The quaint Roman causeway with its cobble pav- 
ing, straggling along through the sand, was made into a broad 
avenue with trees carefully planted on either side. It is true that 
in order to balance this the old avenue which originally swept the 
walls of La Haye Sainte has been cut down, as well as the hedges 
through which the Forty-Fourth burst as they rushed down behind 
Picton on the head of Ney’s column. Then finally there came the 
era of the railway, when the embankment of the Braine 1’ Alleud 
line was stretched across the field in order to bring crowds of sight- 
seers to view a scene which had been caref{illy obliterated before 
their arrival. 

Still, there is something to be saved. There is Hougoumont 
with its orchard and shot-broken walls, which the Guards held as the 
key of Wellington's right all the summer's day. There is La Haye 
Sainte, the German garrison of which fell to a man after they had 
expended their last bullet, and there is a little white-faced La Belle 
Alliance before which the Emperor paced with ever-growing 
despair as attack after attack rolled back from the opposite hillside, | 
and fron near which he saw the columns of the Guards plunge 
down for the last supreme effort, with a roar of “Vive l’Empereur!” 
‘Whatever the ultimate fate of the field may be, these spots will no 
doubt be saved to be visited by the tourists of a day when men 
have ceased to wage war, and have come to regard battles as inci- 
dents in the great madness. 


In the lecture on “Christian Statesmanship” 
which John R. Mott gives as he tours the : 
world his mission of enlisting educated Taking 
youth of all races for distinct religious faith ' Time 
and service, he comes to a point in his argu- 
ment where he asks why it is that opportu- to 
nities for statecraft today are so much larger ' 

than the men who must solve them. That Think 
such is the case he does not hesitate to affirm 
after first-hand study of the political, educa- 
tional, religious and civic problems of Asia, Africa and South Amer- 
ica as well as those of Europe and the United States. One of the 
answers he gives to his own question is in effect th: : “Contem- 
porary man is small and superficial and inadequate in his dealing 
with large tasks, because he does not take time to think. He is 
impressionistic and emotional where he should be rational and log- 
ical. He too often lives a cluttered life, restless and unavailing 
and unsatisfying.” < 

The impressiveness of this testimony is increased when the 
breadth of base of the data on which the generalization rests is 
taken into account. Even Asia, in reacting from her immemorial 
calm and her introspective faiths, has disclosed to Mr. Mott trends 
that are disquieting because so radically different from the ancient 
ways. For he is not a person who believes in radical_overturnings, 
much as he welcomes and labors for enlargement of vision and its 
logical consequences. 

To get time to think, to ponder, to reflect, to see if possible 
the end from the beginning, to take into account the secondary as 
well as the primary effects of a policy defined and declared or an 
act ordered, this is the privilege that many a conscientious man today 
finds it most difficult to gain for himself. He knows his need, but 
he finds himself enmeshed, and he lacks moral courage to cut the 
withes of convention, minor obligation and deference to public 
opinion that bind him. | 

History abounds with illustrations of the helpful effect upon 
men of “going apart” by intercourse with the divine and: by self- 
exploration. And what is this sort of withdrawal except an acknowl- 
edgment on the part of the individual that mere human knowledge 1s 
not enough, that man of himself is not sufficient, but must obtain 
that divine help that is best apprehended in silent communion with 
the one Mind? In all ages there have been some who have realized 
this truth. In all ages there have been some who have learned in 
this way_to deal wisely with matters of state, to solve the problems 
of religion, to find the way out from all sorts of personal com- 
plexities and difficulties. The most impressive figures of present-day 
statecraft are not the men who talk incessantly about the greatest 
variety of topics or who are constantly in the limelight. The men 
in whom the people have greatest confidence are men who, when they 
speak, do it with the authority of a thinker and who, having spoken, 
resume in a dignified way the attitude of critical, constructive scrutiny 
of events as related to abiding ethical and religious ideals. This is 
the way of wisdom, which is rarer and more priceless than impres- 
sions or guesses after truth. 
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
